Premier T. C. Douglas and J.-A. 
Kippan, general-manager and vice- 
president of Western Wire, & 
Cable Co, Ltd..of Vancouver, joint- 
ly announced the establishment of 
the new, industry at a pre&s con- 
ference in Regina. ‘ 


The new plant, also to be known 
’ as Western Wire & Cable Co. Ltd., 
will operate in a large building at 
the Weyburn airport. The Saskat- 

chewan factory will be the- Van- 
couver company’s ‘first production 
" unit on the prairies. 

. Mr. ‘Kippan said capital invest- 
ment in plant equipment, exclusive 
of buildings, involves initially more 
than $250,000. - 

The ‘yice-president said that at
